street. It occurred at a time when the 
proprietors and clerks were absent. How 
the fire started is a mystery that ha* not 
yet been solved. The department cams 
ont in donble-qniok time, and the Ohem- 
ioal did effective service in quickly sup- 
pressing the rapidly gathering flames. 
The fire was confined to about 20 feet on 
the north side of the store. The damage 
is placed at 12500 to 83000, fully covered 
by insurance. The store is open to-day.

There was vastly more excitement 


Thursday night over the imminent dan- 
ger of losing the Grand opera house by 
fire than there was all day and eight on 
Jnly4th. During the sudden disturb- 
ance of the elements Thursday night the 
opera house was struck by lightning at 
some point over the entrance and the 
force found 
its 
way 
through the 


tin 
roof to the inflammable section 


between tha roof and ceiling, which took 
fire and had been burning a few minutes 
before any one realized the fact. The 
first knowledge came to the young men 
of the Calumet Olnb, who heard the 
crackling of the flames overhead and felt 
the heat. They gave the alarm and the 
entire fire department soon reached the 
scene to struggle against odds to sup- 
press the flames. It was a two hours 
fight and while the firemen were at work 
the anxious public crowded the streets m 
every direction, all feeling that they bad 
a personal interest in the beautiful hall. 
The lightning struck the building at 8:30 
o'clock and it was not until 10:30 that the 
firemen gave the welcome assurance that 
the fire was ont and that there was no 
further danger. 
Everybody went home 


feeling that a great calamity had been 
averted.

vantage in fighting the tianiw. It WBI 
necessary to reach the roof but there 
were no ladders long enough to reach the 
top of the building. Chief Devon got on 
top of the building M soon aa possible and 
with ax in hand located the hottest part 
of the fire over the Calumet Glnb rooms. 
He acted promptly and well by getting 
the water hoee to the third floor, one sec- 
tion going np the gallery stairway and 
one np the Carcmet stairway. Holes 
were cut in the oeihngs and by means of 
of ladders, the firemen were enabled to 
flood the burning space between the roof 
and ceiling with water. It was the hottest 
kind of work bat grit and determination 
won. 
The pressure wu weak at first, only 


130 pounds, jnst enough to let a little 
water flow gently from the nozzles on the 
third floor, and it was necessary to tele- 
phone for more pressure. It came quickly 
and there was no lack of water. The 
steady flow of water froir the two sections 
of hose completely soaked portions of the 
lowar floors over the opera house en- 
trance, raining the decorations and ceil- 
ings of the box office eection and the 
reception room where the terra cotta 
mantle is located. Water flowed into 
the balcony 
entrance 
landing, but 


by the use of brooms it was swept 
ont until the two stairways became 
rivers of water for awhile. There was 
no fire in the main part of the handsome 
theatre. It could not reach that section 
of the house for the reason that a thick 
brick wall extending upward to the 
highest part of the ball divides the front 
from the main building. That was a for- 
tunate feature of the construction and 
certainly saved the block. Had the 
flames extended to the deep epace be- 
tween the roof and ceiling of the opera 
house proper the Sangamon river would 
not have saved the block. There was no 
damage whatever to any part of the 
opera hall except in the gallery and bal- 
cony where the water dripped and seeped 
through close to the entrance at the west 
sides. In one place on the west aide of 
the building in the balcony there ii a 
wide stain by water on the wall. In the 
entrance halls and down the stairways 
the heat and water partly mined the 
building, but at no time was there any 
fire below the ceilings of the third floor. 
The corrugated iron ceilings served to 
keep the fire from burning through until 
the firemen could reach the flames. 


The entire damage by fire and water 


will not exceed 85000, and may not be 
over 83000. The loss is fully covered by 
insurance. 


The damage to the Calumet Club 


property is insignificant. 
At the first 


knowledge of the presence of fire the 
young men took np the carpets, removed 
the billiard tables and chairs to the north 
parlor and everything was soon ont of 
the way of fire and water. The ceilings 
of the billiard parlor was nearly burnt 
through, while the ceiling in the south 
parlor is scorched in places. All of the 
Oalnmet rooms as well as the walls and 
ceilings of the first and second floors of 
the entrance to the opera house will have 
to be repaired and redecorated, while the 
roof of the entrance will have to be 
rebuilt. 


The firemen had great difficulty in 


reaching the ceiling. A ladder was abso- 
lutely necessary in the gallery stairway, 
and it had to be of considerable Is ngth> 
It could not be taken np the stairs. In 
the emergency it was brought into the 
auditorinm and pulled np the side ladder 
which runs from the balcony to the gal- 
lery. In this way the heavy ladder was 
brought into the gallery and put in USB. 
In the Oalnmet billiard room a high step- 
ladder was used by the firemen. 


The gallant firemen and those who 


assisted them are entitled to fall measure 
of praise for their effective work. No 
one could well realize the danger until 
after the 8re. Then it-was seen that a 
red-hot fire had raged under the roof. 
Two-by-four and tw&byfnxtmbers were 
burnt through, antf alltktrwood work 
was charred by. the flawer

BALLOONS AND KITES 


Instantaneous Views Seettted by Camenw 


in Mid Air—How the Work Is iccom- 
pllibed—The First Successful Attempt 
Wa< Made in 1881 
Aeronauts and others have for some 


time past endeavored to produce photo- 
graphs from a balloon, and have met

It would be difficult to say who was 


the first to make photographs from a

by means of a camera attached to the 
side of the car

attention of scientists for the 


reason that it obviated the necessib of 
Bending up aeronauts and, in conse 
qnence a much smallu balloon w ould 
be lecraired
